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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the election filed 28 December 2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 15-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected method of making a semiconductor device, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 28 December 2004. 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-14 in the reply filed on 28 
December 2004 is acknowledged. 

Claims 15-20 should be cancelled. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed on 26 September 2003 purporting to 
comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d) and they have been placed of 
record in the file. Attention is directed to the fact that the date for which foreign priority 
is claimed is not the date of the first filed foreign application acknowledged in the oath or 
declaration. 

Oa th/Declara tion 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 119 (a)-(d) based on an 
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application filed in Japan on 29 November 2003. Applicant has not complied with 
the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .63(c), since the oath, declaration or application data 
sheet does not acknowledge the filing of any foreign application.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-14 
are allowable because prior art does not show alone or in combination along with the 
limitations of the independent claims such as a first and second semiconductor 
substrate, a first semiconductor element formed in opposite surface of first substrate 
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and comprised of first semiconductor circuit and first electrode, a second semiconductor 
element formed in opposite surface of second substrate and comprised of second circuit 
and second electrode, a first wiring conductor formed of electrically conductive material 
and interposed between first and second electrode and a through electrode extending 
through first and second substrate and connected to the first and second electrode 
through the medium of first wiring conductor layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
